came he wax smitten with what he 
describes to have been a glance of 
the Redeemer’s face, while on his 
way to further persecute the Church 
at Damascus. 

The flash, above the brightness of 
the san at noonday, worked serioun 
injury to Saul’s eyesight, completely 
blinding hin. Led by the hand, he 
was entertained in Damascus at the 
house of one called Judas. He re 
eognized the source of his affliction. 
The Lord had reproved him for his 
persecution, saying, Why persecutest 
thou me? Saul inquired, Who art 
thou, Lord? And the response was, 
“I am Jesus, whorn thou persecutest” 
because persecuting a member of 
the Body of Christ is persecuting the 
Head of the Church. After reaching 
Damascus, Saul evidently continued 
his praying. He accepted the fact 
that his experiences were miraculous, 
and proved that he had been serving 
God. but not according to knowledge; 
that he had been « perseeutor and an 
injurious person as respocting the 
cause of his Creator, In his bind 
ness of natural sight the eves of his 
understanding began to open. He 
was so deeply affected with the 
thought of how wrong his course had 
en, and how he had beca fighting 
aguinst God, that he could neither 
eat nor sleep, but was continually 


in prayer for forgivenexs and for 
some manifextation of divine favor 
which would indiexte this. He had 


finally come to the proper attitude 
of heart, and as a consequence the 
Lord received his petition and an- 
swered it by sending a faithful to 
restore his physical sight in a’ meas- 
ure, and to further enlighten his 
understanding. The explanation 
fiven by the Lord to Ananias in 
sending him to Saul was, ‘Behold, 
he prayeth.” 

How much meaning there was in 
these few words! They meant, Saul 
of Tarsus is a changed man; he is 
no longer the self-contident one, 


or muslin .| boastful of his phariseeism, his holi- 


ness, his tithes, and his service of 
persecution; but, humbled to the 
dust, he has come to realize that 
while he thought he did service to 
the King of kings, he was in reality 
n servant of the Evil One, an injuri- 
ous person. 

While it is truc that good men 
have prayed, and in spite of their 
“prayers have made mistakes, it has 
doubtless generally been true that 
the mistakes made by religious peo- 
ple have been along the lines of too 
great confidence in themselvese—too 
much self-assurance in respect to the 
teachings of the Bible, too much self- 
eenfidence as respects their service 
of the truth. And when good men 
have made mistakes after praying for 
Divine wislom, it is not only pos- 
sible -but probable that their prayers 
were only — partially sincere; that 
when they prayed to the Lord, “Thy 
will be done on carth as in heaven,” 
they sometimes -meant. Approve my 
will on earth as I approve your will 
in’ licaven—*‘docciving theniselves.”” 
Let us all be on guard against any 
such seli«leception. Let us remem- 
ber the Mastor’s words, “‘Blessed ure 
the pure in heart.” Let us remem- 
ber that to be pure-hearted means 
to be sincere, and to utter nothing 
which we do not mean. ‘Let us learn 
to search our hearts, as the Scrip- 
tures suggest, toscrutinize our words, 
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our thoughts, our conduct, with s 
view to noting to what extent self- 
will, or our own plans and arrange- 
ments, are influencing us, and® to 
what extent we are sincere in de- 
Bring to know and to do the Lord’s 
will. cee : 

Most of you probably. have heard 
the story of early frontier life, in 
-which two travelers were obliged to 
seck shelter in a mountain home, 
in a locality which they had been 
warned was dangerous, ‘especially as 
they had money. Only-the necessit 
of the occasion forced them to see! 
the shelter: They purposed keeping 
Guard throughout the night, the one 
sleeping while the other watched in 
turn, fearing they would be robbed, 
possibly murdered. However, jest as 
they had reached this conclusion, 
one of them noticed a crack in the 
door, and peering through it beheld 
the -unconth householder on his 
knees in prayer. He explained the 
situation to his companion, and they 
both realized their safety and went 
to sleep in peace. 

There is a ‘principle, involved in 
this matter of-prayer. The heart 
! which seeks fellowship with its Crea-' 
{ tor secks the loftiest companionship, 

one which will be sure*to lead him 
more and more out of willful sin 
and depravity. Those who have no 
fellowship with God cannot’ keep up 
for long a prayer of formality in 
secret. There must be a motive, 
either to be seen of men or to bg 
heard of God, otherwise there would 
bo no prayer. 

Whoever seeks his Creator in pray- 
er is proportionately arfenable at 
heart to righteous influences. Who- 

| ever has no appreciation of prayer 
thereby shows that proportionately 
he ix estranged from his Creator— 
out of fellowship with him. And 
while such may at times, or perhaps 
for a considerable time, be outward- 
ly moral and honest, we may be sure 
that their estrangement from God 
might at any time lead off in sin. 

They are off the path of divine fel- 

lowship, and on the path of careless- 

ness and worldliness, which may at 
any moment lead off into the ways of 
unrighteousness. 

St. Paul exhorts the church, ‘Let 
us come boldly (courageously) to the 
throne of heavenly grace, that we 
may obtain mercy, and find grace 
to help in every time of need” (He- 
brews iv, 16). He is not addressing 
the’ world; but the household of faith, 
as indicated by the word “us.” The 
picture he brings before our minds 
jis that of the Tabernacle and the 
Pricsts conducting the service. He 
points out that our Lord Jesus ax the 
great anti-typical High Priest has 
made an atonement for the sins of 
all believers, and that therefore be- 
lievers who have turned from sin 
may come to the heavenly Father 
courageously--not in fear, nothing 
doubting. They may come even when 
they realize their imperfection and 
natural blemishes; when they realize 
they have fallen short of the Lord’s 
standard, and of their own stand- 
ards; they may realize that it is a 
throne of grace, of mercy, of favor, 
where they may drop the burden of 
their imperfections and obtain a 
blessing, and bear a song away. 

The world cannot come to this 

throne of grace. because still in sin; 
because they have not yet turned 
: backs upon sin, because they have 
| not ‘yet accepted Christ as their Re- 

deemer, their Saviour, and because, 
therefore, he® is not their High 
Priest. The Apostle says, “He hath 
appeared in the presence of God for 
us"'—believers. He has an arrange- 
ment disclosed in the Word which 
says that by and by he will appear 
on behalf of all, but as yet the new 
and living way is opened only to 
those anti-typical priests and Leviten 
who desire to come to the Father 
through him. 
practicing sin has any invitation to 
this throne of grace. He must learn 
first the exceeding sinfulnesa of sin; 
he must become sin-sick before he 
will realize his need of or have an 
appreciation for the Good Physician 
and the balm whieh he alone can 
supply for the healing of the soul. 

The Apostle not only declares that 
believers at the throne of grace may 
obtain mercy, forgiveness of unwilli- 
ing sins, imperfections, but that sddi- 
tionally they may find grace to help 
in every time of need (Hebrews iv, 
16), Surely this is true, us every de- 
veloped Christian must know. Hence, 
the faithful approach the throne of 
grace with courage, not only when 
they have trespasses to confess and 
apologies to make, und forgiveness to 
ask, Sut also as they think of the 
trials, temptations and difficulties 
along the way, and of the day. They 

} learn to seek fortification against sin, 
} *€ainst their own weaknesses, against 
| the encrouchments of the sorld, the 


flesh and the Adversary, They obtain 


these blessings by their fe lowship 
with the Lord. It lifts their hearts 
from the earthly things and the sinful 
things. It brings to them a fresh; re- 
alization of the Father's love and 
care. It reminds them repeatedly of 
their call of the Lord to his dis. 
ciples, and of the terms and condi- 
tions upon which they are accepted. 
It brings before them repeatedly the 
glorious standard above ajl standatds 
—the Divine, It reminds them of the 
Saviour’s words, “Be ye Jike unto 


is kind to the evil and the good, and 
extends his mercies to the just and 
the unjust.” It reminds them afresh 
that they should pray, “Forgive us 
our trespasses as we forgive those who 
irespass against us,” and thus it 
tends to make their hearts and minds 
more tender, more gentle, more for- 
giving toward all with whom they. 
have to do. 

We have seen who may and who 
may not pray, cecording to the limi- 
tations of the Lord’s Word; that no 
one is invited to pray except the peni- 
tent who turns from sin and accepts 
of Christ. We have seen how the peo- 
pis of God may pray for the forgive- 
pees of their own trespasses, and have 
Divine inercy and help, and how they 
may give thanks on behalf of theni- 
selves and each other. But may they 
prey to God for sinners, for the 
world? Undoubtedly the majority of 
Caristians would answer, 
should’ speciully pray for these; but if 
Ye find the Scriptural answer to’ the 
query, it is, No. Our Lord’s words in

He does not nced, therefore, 
that either our Lord Jesus or we 
should pray for the world, for he has 
every arrangement made on their be- 
half that Love and Justice could pro- 
vide. The time for blessing the world 
has not yet come. 

The present is the time for blessing. 
the Church, believers who are now 
being called out of the world—-to seps- 
rate themselves xs God's peculiar peo- 
ple. It was for these thet Jesus pray- 
ed, and for these, therefore, we, {ol- 
lowing his example, should~ pray. 
Their aMictions are his affictiona, 
and hence our afflictions, because if 
one member of the Body of Christ 
suffer, al! the other members suffer 
with it. Hence, as the Apostle says, 
we should pray one for the other, as 
Well as labor to assist each other:

“When a train fs standing, five sbort 
blasts (such as these: — — — — —) are 
the order for a brakeman to run back 
along the track and display a danger

After Six Months of _ Camparative 
Peace Messina and Regzio Suffer 
Eight Shocks In Rapid Succession 
and Remaining Buildings Are 
Thrown to the Ground—Only One

Messina, Sicily, July 2—Six months 
after the devastating earthquake of 
Dec, 28, which Inid iwaste over a 
score of cities and towns in Calebria 
and Sicily and killed 200,000 peopte, 
Messina and Reggio were yesterday

Walls of 
jouses that were not completely de- 
stroyed in the visitation of last De- 
cember were shaken down and one 
woman Was killed. 

The earth shocks have been becom- 
ing more intense recently and Wed- 
nesday night they were: sufficiently 
severe to cause alarm. The shocks of 
esterday morning were accompanied 
y deep roaring sounds. The first 
one was followed by an explosion 
like the roar of cannon, and. lasted 
between cight and ten seconds, which 
scemed an eternity to the terrified 


wns of greater severity than the fatal 
one of the night of December 23, The 
wooden houses and huts erected for 
the accommodation of the people 
seemed to be thrown from one side to 
nnother. Cries filled the air as the 
people fled in terror. 

As on the night of Dec. 23, the first 
shock was followed by a circular 


other quake accompanied by another 
roaring sound. This completed the 
destruction. The remains of the de- 
vastated houses collapsed and the en- 
tire district was covered by a dense 
cloud of dust. 

Detachments of troops and carbi- 
niers were despatched for the protec- 
tion of the wooden huts built with 
American money that had 
been disturbed. ‘The population, flee- 
ing from the districts where the 
houses threatened to fall upon them, 
rushed toward the American huts 
with the intention of taking forcible 
possession of them. 

Between eight o'clock Wednesday 
night and 7.20 yesterday morning a 
total of eight shocks were experienced 
here. -

Fifty. Mechanics Are Caught In Crash 
But ‘Half Manage to Escape— 
Several Are Now Imprisoned Un- 
der the Debris—Rescuers Are Now 
Working. ‘Frantically to Release 
Them, But Chance Is Very Slight: 


Newport, Eng., July 3.—It ‘is esti- 
mated that twenty. men perished yes- 
terday by the sudden collapse of the 


west wall of the new lock at the en- 
trance to the Alexandra dock, where 
fifty men ‘were* working ‘in a trench 
60 fect deep, preparing for the laying 
of ‘a concrete foundation. 

_ Without warning the heavy shoring 
timbers gave way, the entire stracture 
collapsing, and carried down with it 
thousands of “tons of ‘earth; railway. 
‘dines, many cars and‘ four travelling 
coaches. The men at the bottom of 
the trench had’ no chance to escape. 
the trench 25 
have been xccounted for. ~~. 

Late at night four’men, still living, 
were pinned in :the “debris” in. the 
trench. The incoming tide msde the 
work of rescue very difficult. 

At midnight, aided by electric lights 
and flere lamps, the rescuers were 
still busy with their work. Thousands 
of persons had gathered to watch the 
weird scene. 

Conversation were being held with 
a few of the imprisoned men with the 
aid of speaking tubes and stimulents, 
and cigarettes- were passed down to 
them; but there was little hope of res- 
cuing the victims as the removal of 
the debris that was pining them down 
was pkey to cause further falls of 
earth and beams. 

Up to midaight eleven persona had 
been extricated, dead or injured, and 
it was believed that there still were 
sixteen bodies under the debris. 









House Demolished by Storm. 

Carieville, Sask., July 3.—One of 
the worst storms of the season passed 
over here Thursday night, doing con- 
siderable damage. William. Hackett, 
fifteen miles north of here, was in 
the centre of the disturbance, his 
house being completely demolished 
and also his stable. One child; aged 
two, was killed, and Mrs. Hackett se- 
verely bruised, with a deep gash in 
her head; also a baby was hurt, and 
a brother, aged twenty, had a leg 
broken. Hackett escaped with only 
slight - bruises. ¢

Zeppelin to Try for @he North Pole. 

Berlin, July. 3.—According to the 
Tokal Anzeiger, Count Zeppelin in- 
tends to make an effort to reach the 
north pole in his airship. The Em- 
Peror accepted protectorship over the 
undertaking, after listening to a re- 
port on the subject at Kiel by Prof. 
H. Hergesell, of the University of 
Strasburg. 

The plan embraces a thorough ex- 
ploration of the polar regions by 
means of a Zeppelin airship, before 
undertaking to reach the pole. A 
eraft of special strength -will be built 
for the purpose.

limits. The streets were full of peo- 
ple at the tinic, but none beesme 
aware of the daring robbery which 
had been eae off until Pir percake 
was given by the manager of the pil- 
laged, bank.. The bandits by that time 
had a short. start; and they dashed 
away into ithe moods : 
speedily as possible every avail- 
able man was armed and sent in pur- 
suit. The river front was closely pa- 
trolled to prevent the: bandits from 
escaping back into Minnesota, from 
which they no doubt came, as_the 
revolvers with which they were arm- 
ed were stolen «from Weeks’ Hard- 
ware Co. in Spooner, last Wednesday 
night. The posse is searching the 
woods, but pursuit is very difficult, 
owing to the nature of the country, 
whicn is heavily timbered and broken 
by innumerable streams and lakes. 
The bandits must either effect their 
escape over the river or make their 
way across the wild and rugged coun- 
try to the C.P.R. The pursuers have 
an excellent description of them, and 
they soars should be difficult. They 
urchased the cartridges et the Rat 
rtage Lumber Co.’s stores yesterday 
morning, and their appearance was 
closely noted at that time, which sup- 
lemented the description Manager 
Temple wis able to give.

Sand and Prairie Snow. 

There are wind waves In the water, 
Sgnd and snow, The great sea waves 
are produced at that part of a cyclone 
where the direction of the wind coin- 
cides with the direction of advance of 
the depression. -Along this line of ad- 
¥ance the waves In thelr progress are 
accompanied by a strong wind blowing 
Across thelr ridges au Jong as the at- 
mospheric depression is malotained. 
So the wares are developed until they 
become steep. The average height in 
feet is about’ balf the velocity of the 
wind in miles. 

A wind of Sfty-two miles an bour 
fives waves of an average helcbt of 
twenty-six feet, although individual 
waves will attain a belght of forty 
feet. The Drevaillug wind {a all longi- 
‘tudes ts westerly, so wherever R west- 
erly wiod -springs up it finds a long 
Westerly swell, the effect of a previous 
wind still ronning. and the Principal 
effect of the newly born wind 1s to 
Increase the steepness of the already 
running long swell so as to form 
majestic storm wares, which some-, 
times attain a lencth of 1,200 feet 
from crest to crest. The longest swells 
due to wind are almost invisible dur- 
Ing storms, for they are masked by 
the shorter and steeper wares, but 
they emerge into view after or beyond 
the storm, _ * 

The action of the wind to drift dry 
sand in a procession of waves {s seen 
in, the deserts. “As the sand wares 
cannot travel by gravitation. their 
inovements are entirely controlled by 
the wind, and they are therefore much 
simpler and more regular In form and 
movement than ocean wares. In their 
Sreatest heights of several hundred 
feet the former become more complex 
owing to the partial consolidation of 
the lower layers of sand by pressure, 
but they still! bave the characteristic 
ware features,

German Judge Says America 
" ds the Real Perit. 


Discussing. Anglo-German Rivalry, a 
Prominent Member of Reichstag 
Declares That Europe Should Unite 
for Mutual Defence Against the 
States—Canada Is to Be the Prey, 
Declares the Judge. 


Berlin, July 4—Judge Wilhelm 
hwarze, a prominent member of the 
Reichstag and of the’ Prussian House 
of Represenatives, seizes upon Amer- 
ica’s eleventh-hour use of moral force 
to secure participation in the Chi- 
nese railway loan as a pretext for a 
fresh and vigorous warning against 
“the American peril.” 
Whiting in ‘Der Tag, 
tion, “Europe for 
learned judge urges that Sngland and 
Germany abandon their mutual. sus- 
Picions, trade competitions, and naval 
rivalries, and league themselves with- 
out further delay against their com- 
mon enemy from ecroas the water. 
. “America,” declares the jurist and 
litician, “is the peril not only for 

Sngland and Germany, but for all 
Europe. Instead of arriving at com- 
mon ways and means for combatin, 
the ‘still latent danger, England ant 
Germany are preparing to tear each 
other to pieces, In order to make the 
danger acute, Greater Britain and 
Greater Germany would go to smash 
on account of the United States. 

“Europe should realize this in time 
to preserve what is still to be pre 
served. The yellow peril is altogether 
secondary. Our Imperial cousin in 
America is the greater danger. The 
dollar is the bigger. It will annihilate 
the shilling and the mark unless Eu- 
Tope sets up its own Monroe doctrine 
of Europe for Europeans. This doc- 
trine must eventually take the form 
of an economic alliance of all Eu- 
tépe, including England, otherwise 
America will be the conquerer in the 
world battle and will exhaust Europe. 
The cause of this war would be the 
supremacy of the sea and the world 
markets. No matter who won, Amer- 
ica would be the eventual and the 
supreme gainer. 

“It is high time to explode the fic- 
tion that Englend and Germany are 
the chief rivals for world trade dom- 
inion, and that whoever is defeated 
the other would attain to it. The com- 
petitors are not England and Ger- 
many. America is not only he com- 
petitor of England and Germany 
alone, but of both of them together. 

“Let us not be deceived by the fact 
that the American merchant marine 
at present is no match for the’ Eng- 
lish and German mercantile fleets. 
That is a circumstance due, not to the 
inability of America to have such a 
fleet, but simply because it has hith- 
erto not-wanted one. That America 
will get such a fleet when it needs it 
is deducible from its imperialistic de- 
velopment in recent times. 

“It must also be plain that Ameri- 
can designs on Canada would be 
hastened by an Anglo-Germany war. 
If England and Germany fight they 
will fly at each other's throats FE the 
benefit of America. America ill be 
the laughing heir of both. That this 
will without doubt be the case is in- 
dicauxd by the brutal procedure of 
Aldrich and Payne in connection with 
the new tariff bill and by the forward 
policy of Secretary Knox in China. 

“It is of the most vital necessity 
that the economic factors of Europe 
unite against pan-Americanism before 
it is too late.””

BRITONS HAVE. WORKED MIR- 
ACLES IN EGYPT, 





Huge Engineering Works on: Ancient 
River Have Made It Possible to 
Go tn a Luxurious Steamer to 
Nearly 500 Miles From Calro—Bar- 
rages: Will irrigate Thousands of 
Acres of Rich Lands. ¢ 


There is no standing still nowadays 
in Egypt. A policy of well-ordered 
hustle prevails in the land of the 

, and one achievement for 
its improvement is no sooner accom- 
plished than another is begun. Thus 
the completion only a year or two 
ago, .of the great at Assouan, 
ao

ont, marked the commencement of 
another big barrage at Esnch,. which 
has been formally opened by the Khe- 
dive since 1909 came in. To under- 
stand what this means it is well to 
visualize the position of these three 
great dams in the Nile valley. 

You’ can now, if it pleases you, 
leave Cairo. in’ an American three. 
decked stern-wheeler which would do 
credit to the Mississippi or the Hud- 
son. On this great houseboat, fitted 
with all the luxuries of civilization, 
including concert and dancing halls, 
you can ascend the classic river for 
247 miles until you come in sight of 
the lowest of the three works refe' 
to at Assiout, the point where, in 1834, 
800 rowing bonts to carry the British 
Soudan expedition of that year, were 
put into the water. 

The twenty-five years that have 
elapsed since then have made more 
difference in Assiout than the twenty- 
five centuries that went before. Rail- 
head was there in 1834, on the very 
verge of deserts and of unknown re- 
gions stretching unbroken to the 
shores of the great Equatorial lakes. 
Now Assiout, a station on the Cairo- 
Khartoum line, which will ultimately 
form a part of the Cape to Cairo Rajl- 
way, is a brisk manvfacturing town, 
and. a busy mert for the produce of 
the 300,000 acres of the Fayoum dis- 





ed behind the Assiout barrage. That 
barrage is 900 yards long. and the re- 
gulated flow from its 100 sluices li- 
terally causes the desert to bloom like 
the rose. It was opened only reven 
years ago, and has already repaid its 
cost of about three-quarters of a mil- 
lion pounds sterling several times 
over. 

From Assiout the steamer proceeds 
240 miles further south, past the ruins 
of Thebes, to Esnch, where the latest 
barrage is situated. Its length is 
about the same as that at Assiout, 
but as creation has been a much 
tougher job from the engineering 
point of view. Its foundations were 
not begun until the very end of 1906, 
when an army of about 10,000 men 
was employed upon them because it 
was cssentia] that they should be 
raised above high water level before 
the floods were due. This was accom- 
plished under great difficulties owing 
to the presence of running sand, 
which could only be combatted by the 
use of cast-iron piles weighing almost 
a ton apicce, which had to be made 
in England and transported thence to 
the spot whilst the work was in pro- 
gress. The beginning of the dry sea 
son of 1907 saw the foundation on 
either side complete save for a gap of 
about 400 yards between the two ends, 
through which the Nile flowed. This 
was reduced, Uy the same means as 
before, to about 230 yards; then the 

; river was partially diverted, and the 
{ gap was brought down to 150 yards. 
| At this stage the final operation 
ealled for the highest kind of engi- 
| neering skill and resource. The 
stream was in small volume, but its 
strength was concentrated in the nar- 
row channel between the ends of the 
foundations and the whole of the riv- 
er traffic was passing along this limit 
ed waterway. The traffic was dis 
ed of by directing it through a lock 
which had been constructed along- 
side; then the river was tackled. 
Piles were driven into the bed above 
the gap, and to these boats were tied 
from. which many thousands of bags 
filled with sand were thrown into the 
stream, so roped together that they 
caught upon other piles driven in low- 
er down, and so checked the flow as 
to render it possible to insert two 
rows of piles close together, from be- 
tween which the water was pumped 
out and a space obtained wherein ‘to 
Iny the desired foundations.

Walking Over the Fire.

grea! than in it years. "Walking 
over the fire,’”” Ree wonderful sight, 
Two or three carloads of firewood are 

gathered in an open space in front of 
the “‘Ashoorkhana,” oe at midnij mt 
the wood is sect on fire. This 
about two hours to burn, and the heat 
is so great that no one can stand 
within a distance of at least a dozen 
qeres from the fire. After the fire has 

urnt out, the live charcoal is spread 


*out evenly on the ground in the form 


of a cirele, When everything Is ready, 
two men jump barefooted into the fire 
and walk across the fiery carpet, not 
once, but at least a dozen times. The 
heat from the glowing embers is fierce 
er than when the wood was burning. 
The example of the two men is fol- 
lowed by several hundreds. The 
strangest feature of the ceremony is 
that not a” single man receives any 
injury. Even children of all ages

1 PROTECTING WOOD. BUFFALO. 


‘Effort Is Being Made to Save Last 
. Remaining ‘Species. 

Numerous complaints have come in 
from time “to time from the Far 
‘North that the wood buffalo, the only- 
wild’ specimens on’ the North Ame: 
can continent, are being killed by 
Indians and by timber wolves.° Tho 
taking or killing of these animals is 
Prohibited by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, who realizing: the depredations 
likely to be committed by wolves if 
the latter are allowed to become too 
numerous ‘in the buffalo country,,. 
have offered a bounty of $20 for each 
timber wolf pelt. Strange to say, 
this generous amount has not had by 
any means the result expected of 
bringing in increased quantities of 
wolf skins by thé Indians; a reason 
for. which is: offered by Supt. Rout 
ledge in his report. Supt. Routledge 
was last year sent out from the 
Mounted Police headquarters with in- 
structions to investigate thoroughl: 
the reports of depletion of the he i; 
and to the necessary action to 
punish the offenders. 

He left Fort Saskatchewan on Feb. 
2 and reached Smith’s Landing on 
March Ist. He made a careful in- 
vestigation, but could not find that 
any buffalo had been slaughtered in 
the past two years. He visited the 
grazing grounds, and saw numerous 
buffalo, besides many tracks. Sergt. f 
Field patrolled the country in a dif- 
ferent direction, and found traces of 
a large herd, which he estimated at 
100, but was not able to come up with 
them. He saw the tracks of man 
wolves. Sergt. McLeod also. patro 
led the west side of the grazing 
grounds, but saw no buffalo, nor 
could he find that any had been kill- 
ed. He, as well as Sergt. Field, re 
Ported wolves very numerous. 

Supt. Routledge’s report and re- 
commendations are as follows: ‘The 


bounties arg steps in that direction, 
but, when the remoteness of the 
grazing district is considered, the 
ravages by timber wolves, and the 


years Indians have been 
fine for killing buffalo it will be seen 
that more di is 


necessary. 
“During my stay at Smith’s Land- 
ing I was unable to obtain evidence 
of the Indians at those places 
killed buffalo during the past two 
Years and 


the many tracks observed in the 
Upper Slave country south of Bmith’s 
Landing, and the animals seen by my 
party west of Balt river, serve to 
show, and they undoubtedly destroy 
many calves and young baffalo. 
“The Indians stated that it is next 
to impossible to trap the wolves, the 
brutes being so wary that it is dif- 
ficult to got at them with a rifle; and 
the results following the application 
of strychnine would be too serious in 
& game and fur country to permit its 
use except under very careful super- 


jon. 

“The buffalo appear te move about 
in small bands, and it is therefore 
impossible to arrive at a correct 
estimate of the number: but from all 
T could learn, I would judge there 
are between 250 and 300 head.”

The 
only extra experse was fér holding 
the poll, which the City Clerk» in- 
forms me amounts to about $26.00, 

The Board jn bringing the needs 
of our schools before the ratepayers 
and submitting a plan for dealing 
with the problem! iinally and effeet- 
ively, simply performed their plain 
duty and have neither regrets nor 
apologies to offer for the course 
taken. The Public Schools Act, sec.

Halifax, July’ 8—Col. Humphrey, 
who is commanding the troops here, 
in the absence of Gen. Drury, receiv.

Rioting at Mines. 

Glace Bay, N.S., July &—There is 
very little change in the condition of 
the Dominion Coal Co, strike, except- 
ing that a much larger number of men 
are idle at all the collieries, with the 
possible exception of Dominion No, 1, 
Nos. 2, 3, 6, 7 and 9 are entirely clos- 
ed down. These mines would employ 
over 3,000 men ordinarily. At Cale 
donia the pit is practically closéd, 
not more than 65 people being out to 
work. At Reserve, about one-fifth 
Jess men are working than on Tues- 
day, and the number of strikers is in- 
creased by about 100 men. 

There have been some little scrim- 
mages going on, but nothing of a ser- 
ious nature, although the company 
demanded thet the militia be called 
out. The worst that happened yester- 
day was that men were jeered at and 
called “‘acabs."" Rotten eggs were fir- 
ed around, women and children help- 
ed in the disorders, and a number of 
people carried sticks. 

There was no real harm done, ul- 
though the Riot Act was read yester- 
day morning at Dominion No. 2 by 
Stipendiary Mogistrate Macdonald. A 
number of people who were present 
say thet there was no necessity for 
this stop. Others, favoring the coal 
company, say that it was necessary, 

The trouble was precipitated by the 
covl company police cherging upon a 
crowd of the pickets. This was ne- 
sented by the men, and whatever 
trouble occurred] was from that cause. 
No one was seriously hurt, though 
Manager Duggan> was struck by a 
man in’ the ranks, the latter being 
arrested, bis 

Altogether seven men and one wo- 
men were taken to jail, All were 
bailed out and the trial was set for 
Monday night, 

At Caledonia Sheriff Ingraham read 
the Riot Act yesterday efternoon, and 
the coal company police arrested 
some eight or nine men. These latter 
were released on bail and their trial 
was also set for Monday. 

At Dominion No. 3 the strike lead- 
ers offered some obstruction to those 
who were going to work. The assem- 
bled crowd refused to disperse and 
the police found it necessary to draw 
their revolvers before the crowd obey- 
ed. The colliery is operating, how- 
ever, with about the same number of 
men as were on hand yesterday. 

At Reserve the best of order was 
maintained. The men went to work 
without any molestation. — 

The situation at Déminion No. 1 
remains unchanged. Good order pre- 
vailed, and there were no efforts at 
interference with anybody. The man- 
agement report that more men are 
at work here than the day before. 

The report from Bridgeport ix to 
the effect that as the men were going 
to work they were met by the strik- 
ers and a slight disturbance took 
Place. About the same number of 
men as were at work Tuesday are at 
work, 3 

The trains on the Sydney & Louis- 

burg Railway are all running and 
the piers are in operation. Seven 
schooners and one steamer were 
loaded at the International Pier on 
Tuesday and Tuesday night.

Justice Mabee Disallows Increas- 
ed Frult Express Rates. 





Chairman of Dominion Railway Board 
In Scathing Terms Denounces Un- 

> authorized Rise From 30 to 40 
Cents Per Hundred on Fruit From 
Queenston to. Toronto—Particular- 
ty Denounces Canadian Express. 


Oltawa, July 8.—The appeal of the 
fruit growers of Quéenston district 
against the raising of the express 
Fates on fruit shipped to Toronto 
Proved a most interesting case yes- 
terday before the Dominion Railway 
Board. Justice Mabee,” chairman, 
took several opportunities during the 
argument to express contempt for the 
action of the Canadian Express Co, 
in particular.

In brief, it was claimed that the 
Canadian Express Co., finding itself 
in the field without competition, had 
raised its rates from 30 centa per 100

Judge Mabew, in seathing terms, 
disallowed the change of rate. 

Incidentally, the decision of the 
board was a great victory for W. H. 
Buting, who, in # quiet yet effective 
way, stated the case for the fruit 
growers. There were a number of 
prominent fruit growers in the court. 

Mr. Mabee announcing judgment, 
that the cancellation was disallowed, 
said he was doipg it not on the 
ground that 40 cents was too high or 
30 cents too low. It might be that 
30 cents was too low, he said. He 
would not stop to inquire, but some 
time ago an understanding had been 
given’ that the rates then in effect 
should be maintained while the mat- 
ter was before the board, and all he 
could do was to make an order, «is- 
allowing the cancellation.

The mixture will be poured into a 
mould, from which the house will 
emerge in duc course, the oWner 
merely wajting till it sets. In con- 
nection with railway construction, 
canal and bridge building, concrete 
bas a varied and wide ficld of its 
own. Though its age is venerable, 
it is only within the past dozen 
years or so. that the cement indus- 
try bas been developed in Canada. 
Bince 1904, according to the bulletin, 
the amount of home-made cement 
hos increased from 910,358 barrels 
to’ 2.665.289 barre]s. There are 
twenty-three mills ia the Dominion, 
onv cach in British Columbia, Man- 
itoba und Nova Scotia, two in Al- 
berta, three in Quebec. and fifteen 
in Ontario. The maximam capacity 
of all the plants is 10,000.000 bar. 
rels a year.

South Africa ts Happy Now He fs 
Put Away tn Jail. 


The whole ‘of South Africa breath. 
ed a sigh of relief the other day when © 
it was known that eparaae prince 
of the royal Zulu line, had been sén- 

tenced to four years’ imprisonment. 

For the last twenty-five -years— 
with an interval of eight years dure 
ing which he was “put away” to St 
Helena os a carefally-looked-after 
guest of the British Government—he 
has been a thorn in the fiésh of the 
South African authorities, - 

He’ first appeared on the scene at 
the death of his father, Cetewayo, 
who himself helped to whiten the 
hair of our statesmen. This Cetewayo 
was in the custody of the British, 
awaiting the occasion to answer for 
his misdeeds, when (according to the 
official version) he died of heart 
disease, 


The unofficial version goes that one 
of the chiel’s numerous enemies man- 
aged to obtain access to him, and 


Cetewayo’s sudden death was the re | 


sult of this visit. 

Dinizulu was sixteen years old at 
the time, and he had been carefully 
educated, ‘under the care of Cete- 
Jwayo’s Prime Minister, a gentleman 
rejoicing in the name of Mnyamane. 
After a vain attempt to succeed his 
preaeyide Dinizulu appealed for help to 


With the help of these he was able 
to crush opposition, and the Boers 
crowned him king in May; 1884. As 
payment for their services the Boers 
demanded to be presented with about 
eight thousand square miles of terri- 
tory, a demand that practically meant 
the dismemberment of Zululand. Dini- 
zulu haggled over the bargain, but in 
the end he had to give way. . 

To prevent the Boers grabbing the 
whole place, we took Dinizulu and 
his warriors under our wing, but in 
the following year there was another 
row. Dinizulu rebelled, was captured, 
tried, convicted of high treason, sen- 
teneed to ten years’ imprisonment, 
and banished to St. Helena. 

He accepted the inevitable with 
fatalistic calm: and settled down on 
the famous island to make the best 
of a bad job. 

He wore European dress, copied the 
Manners of the English people around’ 
him, and set to work to learn Eng: 
lish. This last was the most difficult 
task. and in despair he asked his 
teacher what they did in England 


&reas with his studies. 

“Oh, -we make them stand on a 
form,”” he was told. 

Soon after his teacher saw ‘Dini- 
zulu gravely mount a chair and stand 
there patiently for some time, appar- 
ently in the hope that wisdom would 
descend upon him. 

While on the island he made a 
hobby of collecting liqueur-glasses 

also—not unconnected whh it, 
perhaps—he developed an epicurean: 
taste for gin! 

His greatest wish was to see Lon- 
don; his greatest fear waa that—fol- 
lowing, it may be, in his father's 
footsteps—he would be poisoned. Bat 
neither the wish nor the fear came 
to pass. and after eight years’ exile 
he was Permitted to return to Africa. 

€ was given a residence and a sal- 
ary of $2,500 a year; but after a year 
or two he became restless again, and 
troubles gathered thick. 

He was suspected of complicity in 
three Zulu rebellions. The Govern. 
ment stood the first two. but their 
Patience Rave out with disturbances 
threatened in 1907. 

The Government summoned him to 
surrender himself, and he said he 
would if they sent a conveyance for 
him. A mule cart was accordingly 
dispatched, and in due course Dini- 
zulu urrived. the whole twe: nty stone 
Fram for he has grown enormously 


His trial has dragged on for months, 
and it is said to have cost the Crown 
no less than ten thousand pounds.

Suffragettes at New York. 

New York, July 9.—A hurdy-gurdy 
and tambourine were used by two 
militant suffragettes yesterday, whose 
English tactics, adopted for the first 
time in New York, met with such a 
boisterous reception in City Hall 
Park, on the edge of the financial 
district, that a riot nearly resulted.

VOW OF STARVATION. 
Suffragettes Hit Upon New Plan to 

'-- Fight the Law. — 

London, July 10.—Sir. Albert De 
Rutzen, chief magistrate of the met- 
ropolitan, Police Court, yesterday de- 
cided against the suffragettes on the 
pofnt raised by Miss Pankhurst, re- 
garding the right to present’ a peti- 
ticn’ to Premier Asquith, and. the 
court sentenced Miss Pankhurst to 
Pay a fine of $25 or go to prison for 
8 month on the charge of resisting 


assault on Police Inspector Jarvia on 
night of June 0, when 116 suffra- 
gcites were’ arrested for trying to 
force their way into the House of 
Commons, was her “guage of battle 
to the Government and defiance for 
its constitutional ways. 
“I was aware,” ‘continued Miss 
Pankhurst, “that when I started that 
leputation of eight helpless women, 
about whom men armed with opera 
glasses had congregated ‘to watch, as 
though it was a good show, it was 
und to result in humiliation; but 
until women have the power to clect 
representatives to Parliament it is 
their duty to maintain the right of 
4 subject to petition the King through 
arliament. If the Magistrate re. 
peats his former sentences we will 
go to prison, but we will not con- 
form any longer with the prison regu- 
ations. Ax political offenders we will 
naist on being treated as such and 
not as ordinary prisoners, and in the 
ast resort we will act as did Miss

Conant, who 
is the senior member of a grocery 
firm, demanded that the Stars and 
Stripes be run up on the top of the 
Italan flag, and when the Itahan 
refused Conant went to his home, 
several biocks away and returned 
with a shotgun. He shot away the 
halyards supporting the flag.

.In 1858 a house in Tokenhouse 
Yard, in the centre of tho City: of 
London, was producing n rent of $1,- 
500 per annum; in 1893 the house was 

ulled down and the Jand alone was 
et at a ground rent of $6,250 per 
annum, 

Between 1860 and 1900 the price of 
freehold land nesr the Bank of Eng- 
land rose from $75 per square foot 
to $250 ‘per square foot, and at this 
remarkable price several transactions 
took place. 

This incremant of valuo is a phe- 
nomenon familiar to most. There are 
few who cannot speak of some pro- 
perty which has doubled in value 
within his own experience; nor is it 
necessary to go further back than the 
beginning of many an existing lense 
to find that the present’ value of the 
land alone is worth as man pounds 
as it was shillings when tho lease was 
granted.

The question of agreement with, or 
hostility to the Mother Country in 
any international quarrel, could never 
be governed by any hard and fast 
compulsion to fight in the Mother 
Country‘s cause. If the Mother Coun- 
try could not win the sympathy of her 
kith and kin in her quarre) that 
would be a very strong presumption 
that her quarrel was not worth pow- 
der and shot. We are aware that 
sometimes war has to be risked se- 
cretly. But the risk is not so great 
as it seems, for no European powers 
will risk a serious war on some mat- 
ter about which public feeling has 
not been roused. Wars are not made 
any more in the back parlors of irre- 
sponsible autocrats. 

With the recent experience of 
southeastern Europe before us — an 
experience which, fifty years ago, 
would have resulted in war first and 
discussion ares wars we a quite 
willing. to e our chances of agree- 
ment with the Mother Country with- 
out a formal contract being entered 
into beforehand.

Not only does he raise the fund of 
the general education board to this 
extent, bet he placts all but twenty 
millions of it in the hands of mem- 
bers of the board, to handle as they 
like in the endowment of American 
colleges and universities. 

Heretofore Mr. Rockefeller consti- 
tuted himself and his son final arbi- 
tera of the disposition of the Foun- 
dation Fund. 

In relinquishing this control the 
Oil King characteristically suggests 
that the board spemi its money on 
the strong institutions to make them 
stronger and let the weaker schools 
shift for themeclves. 





Marvel at Censor. 

London, July 12.—Bernard Shaw's 
prohibited playlet, ‘Press Cuttings,”* 
was produced privately at a matinee 
at the Court Theatre Friday. The 
morning newspapers express them- 
Selves at an utter loss to understand 
why the censor put a ban upon “such 
an inoffensive skit." The play is 
clever and amusing, one act being 
a burlesque of current political 
topics, especially the suffragette agi- 
tation.

FOURTEEN MEN DROWN 





‘Steel Freighter John 8. Cowle Is 


Sunk at the Soo, 





fsaac M. Scott Rams the Jl!-Fated 
Vessel In a Fog Off Whitefish 
Point and In Three Minutes the 
Cowle Goes Down Carrying to Their 
Death All But Three of Her Crew— 
Names of Victims Not Known.” 


Sault Ste. Marie, July 13.—Three 
minutes after the steamers Isaac 
M. Scott and John B. Cowle had col- 
lided in Lake Superior early yesterday 
thorning, about a mile and a half olf 
Whitefish Point Lighthouse, the Cowle 
had gone to the bottom in 50 fathoms 
of water, carrying with her 14 mem- 
bers of her crew. The Scott, although 
badly damaged about the bows, put 
back to this port, where she arrived 
yesterday afternoon with part ‘of the 


- €Tew of the Cowle. 


A heavy fog was responsible for the 
collisions. The Scott, Dew boat, on 
her maiden trip to the head of the 
lakes, had just passed the light at 
Whitefish Point and straightened out 
her course up the lake, when sudden- 
ly the John B. Cowle loomed up 

Tough the fog, broadside on to the 
Scott, and only a few feet away. The 
Cowle was down bound with 8,000 
tons of iron ore in her hold. 

The Scott crashed into the side of 
the heavily-laden Cowle. For 15 feet 
her how penetrated. Tons of water 
rush] into the great opaning and in 
three minutes the Cowle had settled 
to the bottom of Lake Superior. 

immediatly after the collision a 
line was thrown from the deck of the 
Scett to the Cow! nd three mem- 
bers of the crew escaped to the deck 
of the upbound bout by this means. 

The rest of the crew, who were 
saved, jumped from the sinking steam- 
into the Iake, some without life 
vers, and were picked up by 
Scott and the steamer Goodyear, 
which wes a short distance astern of 
the Scott when the collision occurred. 

Capt. Rogers of the Cowle wes one 4 
of those researd by ths Goodyear. }

There are two things tn whose pres- 
ence science: stands wondering and 
abashed—the little glowworm (or the 
yet tinier frefy) and the mighty comet 
arching the sky with Its gilmmering 
train. -Each of them holds the same 
secret—how, to’ make light without 
beat. The man who gets that secret 
Will revolutionize the planet. 

The late president of the Royal As- 
tronomical Society of Great Britain 
referred to the value of the comet's 
secret in his retiring address. He 
thought that we do not sufficiently ap- 
Preciate the wondrous spectacle of a 
comet's tall. it shows us hundreds of 
billions of cubic miles of space simu!- 
taneously glowing with luminosity. 
whose origin is a mystery. « 

It is/a gigantic experiment in a 
branch of physics of which we as yet 
know very little. The comet is im- 
mersed in what we may well regard 
&8 @ vacuum; at least it is a far more 
perfect vacuum than we can produce. 
Yet the persistent glow of the comet's 
taf shows that there Is no real vacuum 
there, but a vast quantity of extreme. 
ly attenuated matter which no doubt 
is the cause of the Iuminosity.

The Way to Catch Fleas. 

That the flea ts elusive Is proverbial, 
but that the bureau of entomology of 
the’ department of agriculture in Wash- 
ington bit upon a plan to eircumrent 
the Irritating ttle insect Is not gen- 
erally known. According to Van Nor- 
den's Magazine, the government has 
discovered a method by which any 
housckecper may rid berself of a vis- 
itation within a very short time. 

Fill a glass three-fourths with water, 
on top of which pour about an inch of 
olive oil; then place a night float (a 
little wick Inserted In a cardboard disk 
or In a cork disk) In the center of the 
oil. Place the tambler in the center 
of a soup plate fled with strong soap- 
suds, The wick should be Nghted at 
night on retiring or may be used in 
any dark room. As the soup plate 
soapsuds trap is placed on the Hoor 
of the room it does not interfere with 
the sleeper, and the fleas which are 
on the floor are attracted to the Nght. 
For outbuildings, such as barns, etc. 
a large milk pan may be used, and In- 
stead of using olive oll and a glass 
a stable lantern may be placed in the 
center of the pan, while Instead of 
soapsuds a scum of kerosene may be 
put on the water fo the milk pan. 

This method, it is sald, will rid a 
house of the pests In a few nights,

In Canada’s Ports. 





RESTRICTIONS ON U. S. HALI- 
BUT FISHERS IN PACIFIC. 


Vancouver, B.C., July 15.—The Do- 
minion Government has issued instruc- 
tions that hereafter the privileges 
granted to United States halibut fish- 
ermen to buy fresh herring bait in 
Namaimo, Vancouver and other Cana- 
dian ports are withdrawn. As a re- 
sult, the Seattle halibut fishing com- 
panies will be much hampered in their 
operations, and have already sent re- 
presentatives to Alaska to 
thére for a supply of bait. ; 

Heretofore, practically all the bait 
has been purchased in Nanaimo. 

The order issued by the Canadian 
Government is an important one in 
view of thé effect it will have in the 
conservation of the halibut fisheries, 
which are exclusively claimed by the 
Canadians in Heeate Straits and other 
northern waters.

OLD TYBUAN TREE. 


Spot Where the Famous Gallows 
Stood In London. 


. The work which the London County 
Council recently undertook of indicat 
ing the site of the gallows at Tyburn 
which was for centuries the principa 
place of execution for criminals, has 
now been completed. The indication 
consists in the fixing in the carriage- 
way at the junction of Edgware road, 
Oxiord street and Bayswater road, of 
a stone tablet marking the site of the 
fized gallows. The tablet bears a re- 
intation, in brass, of the ancient 

triangular gallows, surrounded by a 
six-feet triangle with an inscription 
in brass letters set in granolithic: 
“Here stood—Tyburn Tree—Removed 
1759,”" two words appcsring on each. 
side of the triangle, while on the 
stone balustrade of the railings of 
Hyde Park, a bronze tablet Siecung 
attention to the stone has been fix 
by H.M. Office of Works. The sug- 
gestion was originally made by Mr. 
H. BSieveking in connection with the 
carrying out of the Marble Arch Im- 
provements, and was cordially ap- 

roved by the First Commissioner of 
Frat. Works, . 

In 1759 the fixed gallows was remov- 
ed, after which executions were car- 
ried out on a movable gallows, erect- 





ed, as required, in. varying positions 
in the qrenedinte locality. The last 
execution at Tyburn took place in 
1783. On the removal of fixed 


ws the site was occupied by the 
burn Turnpike Gate. An interest- 
ing relic of this, in the shape“of-a 
stone, inscribed “‘Half-a-mile from Ty- 
burn Gate," has recently been pre- 
sented to the council by the Consoli- 
dated London Properties, Ltd., in ap- 
ximately its originally position, A 
rass tablet has been affixed to’ the 
lower half of the stone, with an in- 
scription stating the historical inter- 
est of the stone and the circumstances 
under which it came into the posses- 
aion of the Council.

MENTS IN AGRICULTURE. 


Or. Wm. Saunders of Ottawa Is the 
Dean of the Government's Expert 
Farmers—Progress of the Barr 
Colonists—Story of Station at Fort 
Vermilion Smacks of Early Days

mental fanna says The Montreal 
Standard, Of course the largest and 
most instructive is the Central Farm 
within sight of Parliament Hill, Ot- 
tawa; but in the Maritime Provinces 
and in Western Canada there are 
smaller experimental farms and ex- 
perimental stations where, on a more 
limited scale, excellent work on be 
half of agriculture is being done, and 
where agriculturalists will see much 
that interests, instructs and encour- 
ng These farms are doing a great 

work for the people on the land who, 

Es all our talk about manufactur- 





ing and commerce,+are the greatest 
apitalista and the greatest producers 
in this country. It is from the farm- 
ers’ crops that the greater part of our 
prosperity flows, At the head of these 
| farms is a genial and simple gentle- 








innn of wide experience and deep 
knowledge—Dr. Wm. Saunders, who 
perhaps as much as any public ser- 
vant in Canada to-day, deserves well 
of the people of this country. 

In the annual report of the Ex- 
perimental Farms is set forth the re- 
sults of the year’s experiments made 
in almost every branch of work by 
means of which wealth is produced 
from the ‘soil—in: agriculture in all 
its departments, in stock-raising, in 
horticulture, in the keeping of poul- 
try and bees, etc. It is an ordinary 
looking book in the usual depart- 
menta] blue cover, but it is not so 
dull as it looks, even to a man who 
never held a plough or drove a har- 
vester; and to one interested in farm- 
ing according to modern methodarit 
is filled with valuable information, 

Here and there throughout the 
book, scattered among the results of 
experiments respecting the growing 
of whent and the. fattening of cattle, 
are agreeable and sometimes surpris- 
ing reminders of the extent of our 
country, and the rapid progresa it has 
made in recent years. Time flies, 
but the development of Canada keeps 
pace with it. : 

It doea not require a long memory 
to recall the arrival, only a few 

springs ago, of a band of English im. 

migrants known‘ as the Barr colon- 

ists. They went to a distant part of 

Saskatchewan, then remote from rail- 

ways and almos$ wholly without 

hebitanta. Many of the colonists 
were city folk to whom country life, 
and eancrislly country life on the

frontier, was a thing unknown. At 

first they lived in tents, and most 

of them had a hard struggle. But 

British pluck was there, stout hearts,

The land began 
to grow wheat and a town sprung 
up. They gave it the name of Lloyd- 
minster. 
| And here comes in the report of 
the Experimenta! Farms. In this 
section devoted to the work of that 
learned entomologist and botanist, 
Dr. James Fletcher, who died but a 
few weeks ago, there is n condensed 
account of his last lecturing tour in 
the Canadian west.

THE BEAVER AT HOME. 


Park Ranger Robinson Tells of Its 
Habits In the Wilds. 


Old trappers tell us there are two 
kinds of beaver—the house ‘beaver 
and the bank or lazy beaver, an out- 
cast from respectable beaver society 

use he refuses to work, simply 
piling up a few sticks against an old 
root or stump for a house, says Park 
Ranger Mark Robinson of Algonquin 
Park in a recent article in Saturday 
Night. However, my “companion and, 
I discovered that, there are two \ 





classes of the bank beaver, one being | 


very industrious. They can be found 
in large numbers on North Muskoka 
tiver, where they dig subterranean 
passages from beneath the low water 
mark up into the high banks. In 
{| many instances small piles of sticks 
and brush, well covered with mud 
and moss, concealed the passage way 
o8 a protection from enemies and 
frost. On all the small streams enter- 
ing North river the beaver have built 
houses, which causes many to ask 
how is it the river beaver do not do 
the same. The only reason I ean give 
is that for a number of yeara timber 
drivea have been taken down North 
river, and the logs would destroy all 
houses in the rush down stream. A 
couple of lessons have’ taught the 
beaver to dig into the bank and adapt 
himself to circumstances, as they do 
on the lakes along the Pettawawa 
river where for many years timbering 
has been going on, the water being 
constantly raised and lowered by 
means of timber dams. On the lakes 
between Burnt lake and Catfish lake 
can be seen beaver houses fully 40 
feet in length extending from below 
low water mark to several feet above 
high water mark. Some of those 
houses are estimated .to contain from 
ten to fifteen cords of peeled ticks, 
the bark being taken off for food, 
then the timber used in construction 
ef the house. 

T asked an old experienced trapper 
how it was that beaver families are 
said to number from two to six 

young, yet the most I had secn was 

three young around any dams I had 
watched. He replied that he had 
trapped hundreds of beaver both 
autumn and spring in the Park be 
fore it waa a Park. He had studied 
ail the native animals but had given 
the beaver oxtra gtudy. He had 
found: that at birth beaver families 
sometimes number as many as six, 
but only on one’ occasion had he seen 
four young survive. Almost always 
the number is two. 

During the months of June and 
| July the old beaver are selecting new 

for dams, houses, etc. They 
usually leave the old house with the 
two-year-olds who have remained at 
the old home until that age, and, 
taking the younger flock, commence 
to build a new honse and dam. This 
is usnally completed by the end of 
Angust or early in September. Then 
commences the storing of wood for 
winter use. Sinall trees of various 
kinds are cut and brought to a quict 
‘pool, the ends being forced into the 
mud if there is a soft bottom. If 
there'ia a solid rock bottom the brush 
is put in a pile and anchored in some 
way. The brush ‘is not placed on top 
of the pile as many ‘suppose, but the 
beaver is, careful to always build his 
brush pile from the underneath side.

An analysis of this trade in cotton 
foods reveals that of our exports more 
than $6,000,000 worth consists of un- 
bleached cloths, while of our imports 
more than $22,000,000 worth consists 
of Aner fabrics, including embroider- 
Jes, laces and curtains. 

Altogether the figures show that 
while we exported fn the ten months 
ended with October, 1908 $22,000,000 
worth of the output of our cotton mills 
the nations sold to us almost 100 per 
cent more than we sold them.

Toronto, July 19.—Mr. William Mac- 
kenzie, president of the Canadian 
Northern Hallway, and the dominating 
figure in the electrical situation in 
Ontario, returned home yesterday. 

During thé past two months Mr. 
Mackenzie has been in the old coun- 
try money markets, and has sold de- 
benture stocks for two portions of the 
Canadian Northern Railway system. 
The first was an offering-of £1,200,000 
of four per: cent. debenture stock, 
guaranteed by the two western pro- 
vinces which the new lines are design- 
led to benefit. These were sold at 
971-2, The second was an issue of 
£800,000. four r cent. debenture 
stock, which sold at 92, and it is in 
this last issue that public interest 
in this province was centered. The 
Prospectus of the loan stated that the 
Proceeds of the issue would be ‘appli- 
ed towards the construction of a line 
from Toronto to Niagara Palls, with 
an extension from Toronto to Port 
Hope, Belleville and Smith‘s Falla, to 
Ottawa to join existing lines in Mont- 
real and Quebec via Hawkesbury. 

At his home last evening Mr. Mac- 
kenzie safd that work upon the line 
to Niagara Falls would be commenced 
in the near future. Mr. Mackenzie 
said. it was to be expected that the 
new line would be a steam railway 
at first, and that a part of the Elec.

BONUS FOR CHILDREN. 


French Doctor Proposes a Remedy for 
Race Suicide. 

Paris, July 19.—The grave problem 
Presented by the declining birth rate 
again is distressing France, which ia 
engaged particulara at this moment 
weighing the merit, claimed for the 
plan proposed by Prof. Richet of the 
Academy of Medicine Leroy Beaulieu. 

The scheme proposed a system of 
bonuses for children, the bonus grow- 
ing as the number of children in one 
family increases. That is, while the 
Parents get nothing in consideration 
for the first child, they are allowed 
$100 for the second, $200 for the third, 
and so on. Richet believes births 
would be increased annually by T50,- 
000, or 1,000,000 at a cost to the state 
of $8,000,000 yearly. This woutd 
be met by death duties, the plan lay- 
ing a tax of 50 per cent. on all col- 
laterial bequests and contiscating half 
estates in case of only one child. 

Richet further would reduce the 
salaries of unmarried employes of the 
state as well as“those with only one 
child or none five years alter mar.

lutely to one of them: to impose a 
new financial systen\. 

The members of the Government re- 
cently threatened that If the House of 
Lords interfered with the budget they 
would appeal to the country on the 
question of the reform, if not the 
abolition of that House.

Labor Congress Believes Labor 


Minister Ought to Be on Hand at 


Coal Strike—Pay Day Passes Off | 


Quietly With Soldiers to Guard 
Clerks—Beigians Arrested. 


Glace Bay, NS., July 19.—James 
Simpson, vice-president of the Trades 
and Labor Congress of Canada, con- 
siders it of vital importance that 
Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King, Minister 
of Labor, should be in the strike dis. 
trict and the following message was 
forwarded last evening to P. M. Dra- 
per, secretary of Trades and Labor 
Congress, Ottawa: “Minister of Labor 
should hasten to scene of strike, not 
to interfere, but to merely observe. 
Military accepting favors from com- 
pany and exceeding ‘their duties in 
the interests of the company. Strikers 
are provoked, but remain peaceful.” 

A manoeuvre of the military Satur- 
day night brought forth adverse eriti- 
cism of Chief of Police MeIsanc and 
hundreds of citizens. It was about 11 
o'clock when men, women, and chil- 
dren were preparing to make their 
ay homeward, that an armed Picket 
of forty men from the R.C.R. marched 
down upon the town and, with glit- 
tering bayonets attached to Titles, 
made their way through the crowded * 
streeta to the business section of the 
town. The pickets only remained a 
few minutes, but feeling ran high and 
had they stayed there might have 
been trouble. 

A report had reached the officers of 
he coal company during the day that 
an attempt was going to-be made to 
blow up the company’s offices, but 
there was not the slightest trouble. 

- Chief McIsaac said he never remem- 













+ bered as quiet a Pay-night, and not to 


make an arrest broke all records. 
This was due to the saloons being 
closed at the request of the U.M.W. 
Over 7,000’ men, both U.M.W. and 
P.W.A., received their wages for two 
woek’s work. Over $200,000 was paid 
out and the tour of pay clerks was 
earried out with all the pomp of a 
mili review.

There was a lively scene at the po- 
lice station Saturday night when 24 
strikers, mostly Belgians, were arreat- 
ed by the company and landed in 
jail. The men went to the office for 
pay and writs of capias were served 
on them for alleged non-payment of 
Passage money.

Plenty of Machinery Is Being Sold

a Scarcity of Old Wheat and the 
Bears Look Forward to Big Shpply. 


Winnipeg, July 20.—“‘Harvest 
should commence about Aug. 20,” 
Says the Canadian Northern Railway 
weekly crop report in the message 
from Warman and it is practically 

* the same from all over the west.” 
. Each of the agents tell the story 
of magnificent prospects, with 
great big crop in view. Wheat is 
now 40 to 46 inches high at Hum- 
bolt, and mosf other places it has 
attained a height of 30 inches. 
he grain is all said to be 
ahead of last year*and is looking 
very well. No damage is reported. 

In some districts. dealers report 

e sales of harvesting machinery 
in anticipation of bumper crop. 

Concerning flax, the report Says 
that there will be a heavy crop. 

Bulls and Bears Both Satisfied. 

New York, July 20—The Herald's 
Survey of the grain situation says: 

Recent evidences of a very small 
surplus of old wheat have created a 
strong bullish feeling in the minds of 
traders generally, who believe that the 
teew crop will be wanted and that 
buyers will be willing to pay a good 
Price. 

The world is waiting for the move- 
ment of the new American crop. in 
the first place shorts are waiting for 
wheat to fill contracts. Mills, many 
of which have been forced to close 
down, on account of the lack of sup- 
plies are anxiously waiting for new 
wheat to grind, and Europe is look- 
ing to America for a goodly supply of 
wheat to fill deficiencies in the for- 

eign stocks and make up for rather 

Poor crops abroad. The fact that old 
€rop wheat for months has been sell- 
- around $1.35 to $1.45 from Kan- 
sas City to the sea speaks well 
for the strength of the situation, and 
while many authorities that it 
would be difficult to hold values at 
this figure, when the new crop be- 
gins to move in volume, it is the 
general belief that the new crop wheat 
will command a very good price. 

Conditions point to a liberal crop ot 
wheat this year in America and in 
Canes: but unless dadicationss rae 
very deceptive a good crop wi e 
needed and readily absorbed. The 
outlook at present is for a total yield 
in the United States of around: 700,- 
000,000 bushels, and the price at 
which the crop will be-marketed will 
depend largely on the volume of the 
demand from abroad. The Canadian 
crop will be our chief competitur, and 
a0 far indications; point to u very 
large Canadian crop this year. Wheat 
is still moving frem the Argentine 
in considerable volume, and reports 
from India and Russia are favorable, 
although on the continent and in the 
United Kingdoni it is believed that 
als year’s yield will be somewhat de- 
cient.

They 
took them out and questioned her as 
to how she had managed to Hre—why 
sbe had not starved. 

“‘Every day a woman came and 
brought me food,’ she answered. — 

“They polnted out that this was im- 
possible, as there was no means of get- 
ting into or out of the room and the 
rest of the bouse had fallen. 

“I know,’ she said. ‘Nevertheless it 
is true. I do not know how she came 
or went. She never spoke to me or 
looked at me. She was there each day, 
put food for me on the table and dis- 
appeared. I had never seen her before 
and do not know who she was.’ 

“They asked for some description of 
the visitor, bat could obtain no details. 

“This woman was not raving. She 
was fo good health, well nourished and 
had nursed the twins, who are thriv- 
ing. She persists in her story. 

“I told it to a Sicilian.

The large banks, manufacturers of 
harvesting machinery and the many 
grain dealers are keeping in touch 
y means of special agents with the, 
crop situation and there has yet to 
arrive the first disturbing intelligence 
regarding the crops.

Strike Over at inverness. 

Inverness, N.S., July 21.—The out- 
Put at the Mackenzie & Mann coal 
mine is now about 30 per cent. of the 
normal, and to all practical purposes 
the strike of the U. M. Workers at 
this point has been overcome. Prior 
to the strike the mine was operated 
by 500 to 550 men, and the average 
output per day was about 1,100 tons. 
The trouble started.on the 8th, and 
on the 9th the men were called out. 
Work was resumed in tne mines on 
the 10th, with a few of the old men 
and some new ones in charge, and 
on the 13th 430 tons of coal were 
mined. On th Ith, eleven membera, 
of the union returned, on the 15th ¢ 
thirty-four men went to work, while 
twenty-five were added on the 16th, 
eight on the 17th and nineteen on 
the 19th. On Monday 330 tons were 
taken out. 

Complaint Against Magistrate.

PADITING OVER A CRACK. 


ened, to dislodge it with the help of s 
blunt penknife and to fix it in posi- 
tion with cement and color It. 
If there is no duplicate from which 
to make the plaster cast the repairer 
must rely upon her own Inventive 
genius to construct a little model in 
the potter's clay, and except where it 
ts a conventional design that is to be 
reproduced, which must be drawn or 
traced from a similar bit of decora- 
tion and copied exactly—and this {fs 
usually the case when it is a plece of 
the rim of a plate or the lp of a jug 
that has been replaced—the choice of 
suitable coloring is also a test of ber 
taste entirely, for.the color of other 
similar parts may be a helpful guide. 
Ordinary water color paints are quite 
satisfactory substitutes for the pig- 
ments that are used. by professional 
china painters if the piece that is to 
be painted is prepared beforehand 
with a layer of gelatin and corered 
when dry with a thick wash of Chi- 


| nese white as a foundation for the col- 
{ ors, and when these have been applied 


the glazed effect of china is produced 
by a varnish of gum arabic and water. 

The question of cement can be solved 
by the purchase of one of the excellent 
mixtures that are concocted by the 
“trade.” if the repairer does not feel 
aisposed to follow tbe very simple and 
old fashioned recipe of steeping and 
stirring an ounce of white isingiass 
and three-quarters of an ounce of 
transparent gelatin in a basin con- 
talning about elz ounces of water and 
adding rather Jess than an ounce of 
acetic acid while bolding the basin 
over boiling water until the mixture 
warms. This makes a clear cement 
which can be used for giass as well as 
cbina, and it keeps almost indefinitely 
if it is bottled and corked securely. 
Before using it it is advisable to warm 


1 the bottle in bot water to reduce its 


contents to a liquid, and the china to 
which !t is to be applied should be 
warmed to a corresponding tempera- 
ture, 

It saves endless trouble and' prevents 


the very poesible disappointment of |. 


seelng the piece that bas been cement- 
ed loosen and drop before the cement 
has dried if it is given the temporary 
support of a smear of sealing wax to 
hold it in, position until jt’ has: firmly 
fixed. This support ie almost indis- 
pensable when there are several frag- 
ments to be fitted and joined together 
before the broken piece can be reunited 





to the whole, for to hold them would 
be boredom personified, and the sea!- 
ing wax is a harmless time saver, for 
it chips off readily and leaves no mark 


‘at all, 


Small cracks and chips which are 
not sufficiently destructive to break 
through the china can be filled in with 
a tiny quantity of the mixture of 
Plaster of paris and gum arabic that 
has been mentioned before. Not only 
does the filling prevent a real break- 
age, but when painted orer It makes 
the disfigurement invisible. 

There is yet another form of china 
mending — riveting — both simple and 
the kind that is known as “through 
and through.”

At One Time ‘They Were Designated | 
Merely by Numbers. | 
Formerly the days of the week were H 
oumbered one, two, three, four, five’ 
and six, beginning with the Sabbath, 
Even now the custom still prevails 
among certain modern Greeks, the 
Slavs and the Finns. Many old fash- 
foned and orthodox Quakers, particu- 





to this custom, which was the common| 
one in the days of the apostles and! 
down to the fourth century as well a3 

usual among the Jews and the Arabs. 

The orthodox Quakers use the numer- 

{cal system in preference to the ordi- 

nary on the ground that the gods and! 
goddesses, from whom the names were | 
taken, were not of tho highest respecta. | 
bitlty in point of morals. 

The week was originally only a con- 
venient quarter of the lunar month; 
hence it began on Monday, or moon 
day. The Italians still call Monday 
the first and Sanday the seventh day 
of the week. Tuesday fs derived from 
the Norse Tiw, who co: nded to 
Mars, the god of war, a most disreputa- 
ble person in the eyes of, Quakers. 
Thursday was Thor's day, Thor belng 
& god warrior who was morally no bet- 
ter than he ought to be. Wednesday, 
again, was Woden's day, Woden being 
the god of battle rage. The Romans 
called this day Mercury's, Friday was 
supposed to be the luckiest day of the 
‘week—for women. It was called aftee 
the Norse Frija, the goddess of love, 
and {ts the best day for weddings. For 
the pagan Romans it was also the day 
of Venus, though the Christian Romans 
called ft the day of ill luck because 
Christ bad been crucified on that day.. 
Saturday was called after Saturn, and 
Sunday was known to the Christians 
as resurrection or sun day. 

The week of seven days was Import- 
ed from. Alezandria into Greece and 
into Italy about the time of Christ. 
The Greeks had previously divided 
their month into sets of ten days, the 
Romans into sets of eight days, three 
and a half sets being equal to one 
month.—New York World.

French Premier's Career Ccmes 
to Dramatic Conclusion. 





He Loses His Head In Hot Debate on. 
Naval Scandals With M. Deicasse, 
and Mentions Algeciras: incident—_. 
*Certain’ Victory Is Changed Inte 
Defeat, and Government Is Defeat- 
ed on Eve of Adjournment. 


Paris, July 21.—The Clemenceau 
Cabinet fell suddenly last night un- 
der dramatic circumstances at the 
conclusion: of a’ violent debate over 

naval scandals, which has been 
extended over several] days. 

M. Delcasse, chairman of the in- 
vestigating commission, led the attack 

m the naval administration, espe- 

cially during the incumbency of M. 
Pelletan» and M: Thomson, former 
Ministers of Marine. — . 

‘But M. Picard, who succeeded M. 
Thomson, had promised in. the name 
of the Government ,to complete a 
series of reforms, both in the admin- 
istration of the Department and the 
methods of construction, and 
+; Chamber was ready to vote confidence 

in the Government, when an_ inci- 

dent occurred which changed a ma- 
jority into a minority. ; 

Premier Clemenceau, who always has 

nm an adversary of M. Delcasse, 

smarting under the criticisms and 
Goubtless over-confident of a Major- 
ity, which on July 15, under the gen- 
eral policies of the Government, wus 
182, taunted the ex-Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, who was thrown over. 
board by the Rouvier Ministry at 
the dictation of Germany during the 
erisis of 1906, with having led France 
to humiliation at Algeciras. 

The spectre of that chapter ol 
France's foreign history, in which 
Delcasse way sucrificed; was a fatal 
error. Tnstaguy there was an uproar J 
of dissent from both sides of the 
Chamber. 

Deleasse flung back the taunt: in 
Clemenceau's face with bitter words, 
declaring, amid cheers, that France 

had gone to Algeciras in the interest 
of peace, 

Hot words were bandied back and 
forth. It was a veritable duel be- 
tween two enemies. 

The scene when the Premier took 
his seat was indescribable. Amid the 
wildest excitement the vote was taken, 
and when it was announced that the 
Government had been beaten 212 to 
276, Clemeanceau clapped his hat on 
his head, pulling it far down over 
his eyes and stalked out of the cham- 
ber, followed by the other Ministers, 
in token that he intended to resign. 

Mr. Clemenceau went immediately 
to the Elysee Palace, and told the 
story to President Fallieres, who seem- 

led stupefied at the incident which 

had caused the fall of the Cabinet, 
but he accepted the resignation of 
the Premier and his Ministers. 

There is but one opinion in | Paris 
to-day—astonishment that an old Par- 
liamentary war-horse like Clemenceau 
should have ‘committed political sui- 
cide by his awkwardness in recalling 

tthe Algeciras spectre up on the eve 
of adjournment, when the Government 
was assured of a ‘majority on the 
naval question. ‘ 

The Premier's action drove about 50 
members of the Republican bloc into 

a2 combination with the Right and 
extreme Left, unhorsing the man 
whose Ministry has been the longest 
in the history of the third republic, 
and who for three years has been ab- 
solute master in France. 
| More than 60.:nembers of the ma- 
jority, enough to have saved the day, 









were absent visiting their Parliamen- 
tary confreres of Sweden when the 
vote was taken. — : 

Many times during his Ministry M. 
Clemenceau apparently was on the eve 
of defeat, as many strong combina- 
tions, especially by the enemies ot 
the income tax, were formed to ac- 
complish his downfall, and often there 
was much secret opposition in the 
ranks of*the majority. But when the 
decisive moment came the rebels nev- 
er dared to brave Clemenceau’s whip.

In October, 1907, Dr. Bell organized 
an association, to be known as the 
Aerial Experimental Association, The 
association consisted of five members, 
and had as its object: the building 
and improvements of heavier-than-air 
machines. Experiments were _ first 
made with a large tetrahedral kite at 
Dr. Bell's summer home in Nova 
Scotia. The late Lieut.” Selfridge 
went up in this man-lifting kite, and 
it was hoped to get data as to the 
life and what is technically -called 
drift or resistance, with a view to in- 
stalling a imotor and propellers to 


convert the kite into a free flying 


mechine. The flight was entircly sat- 
isfuctory, but, unfortunately, the kite 
was wrecked by being pulled through 
the water after it had: come down. 
The association then moved its 
headquarters to the engine works of 
Mr. G. H. Curtiss, who was executive 
head of the associstion. Gliding ex- 
Pperimenta were commenced, but it 
wes not until the arrival of their 
fourth serodrome, the Silver Dart, 
that substatntial successes were ob- 
tained. The Silver Dart is a double- 
deck aerodrome, .49 feet wide, with 
planes six feet broad, fore and aft. 
Centered on it is a 50-f.p. eight-cylin- 
der motor, built by the G. H. Cagtiss 
Co., of Hammondsport, New York. 
This motor drives -a ten-blade wooden 
propeller, placed at the rear of the 
airship. The elevation is controlled 
by a horizontal rudder, broadly made 
and extending out in front, by the 
tilting of which the aviator can direct 
his course up or down. At the rear 
is placed ‘a perpendicular rudder, by 
which the drome is steered, and 
which operates like that in an ordin- 
ary boat. The planes, with the ex- 
ception of two small triangular wings 
at the extreme tips, are of rigid con- 
struction, the sections being covered 
with vulcanized silk. The forward 
thrust of the propeller, when the 
drome is stationary and the engine 
§s- going at/full spe is 300 pounds. 
March 10 witnessed a sensational 
flight by the Silver. Dart, when the 
machine out-distanced all her former 
recors. Having been fitted with ice- 
wheels, the machine was trund]ed 
out on the ice, where, aftera prelim- 
inary examination of the motor and 
machinery.

HEAT OF THE SUN) 


The Enormous Energy Vested In-the 
Rays of Our Luminary. 
., We receive warmth and light from 
rthe san, 
little about the enormous power vest- 
in our luminary. Tho most satis- 
factory way of arriving at an idea 
of its tremendous energy is by meas- 
uring the amount of heat which its 
rays are capable of generating. And, 
further, ‘by our kn wledge of the re- 
lation which exists between heat and 
mechanical work, we are able to esti- 
mate the amount of work which the 
sun is capable of doing and also the 
quantity of energy it must be losing 
year by: year. 

By suitable arrangements we can 
cause a certain quantity of its mdia- 
tion to be absorbed by water or other 
substance and note the rise of tem- 
perature which results, and as we 
know the mechanical equivalent of 
tach degree of temperature in. water 
it is only a matter of calculation to 
arrive at a knowledge of the sun's 
total energy. Like everything else 
connected with this wonderful body, 
figures give us no adequate concep- 
tion of its vast energy, and various 
illustrations have been used by dif- 
ferent investigators. 

Thus Herschel considered it in re- 
lation to the quantity of ice which 
it would melt in ‘a given time and 
states that the amount of heat which 
the earth receives “when the sun is 
overhead would melt an inch thick- 
hess of ice in two hours and thirteen 
minutes, : 

From this it can be calculated that 
if the body of the «un were entirely 
Surrounded by a sheet of ice on’ its 
surface of more than a mile.in thick. 
ness the gun‘’e heat would entirely 
melt this coating of ice in the same 
time—namely, two hours and thir- 
teen minutes’ 

Another scientist uses an even 
more striking illustration. He Says: 
“Ifwe could build up a solid column 
of ice from the earth to the sun two 
miles and a quarter in diameter,

take away from any man his property 
without compensation, does not pre- 
vent and has not prevented any man 
from carrying to the final Court of

London Journal Looks For Closer 
Trade Relations. 

Canada and the West Indies are in 
many ways complementary one of 
another, says The Canadian Gazette 
of London, Eng. The Canadian Par- 





liament acted on this belief when it’ 
enacted the preferential sugar duties : 


which have done so much to save 
West Indian colonies from industzial 
extinction at the hands of the United 
States. And now on the suggestion 
of the Canadian Government a small 
royal commission is to be appointed 
by.His Majesty to see how these oom- 
mercial relations may be further en- 
couraged. In the Canadian Gazette 
of last week we pointed out the use- 
tul work that such a royal commis- 
sion could do at this moment, and 
the announcement made by the Col- 
onial Secretary at the West India 
committee’s dinner recently admir- 
ably fulfils ear expectations. 

The Earl of Crewe announced that 
the commission would consist of two 
Canadian and two English represen- 
tatives, and a‘filth member, Sir 
Daniel Morris—late Imperial Com- 
missioner of Agriculture—to repre- 
sent the West Indies, with Mr. R. H. 
McCarthy, late of the customs at 
Trinidad, as adviser. As to the 
Canadian commiasioners, it would 
undoubtedly be a great advantage 
were one of them Mr. Fielding, the 
author of the preferential policy. 
He has a better grip of the problem 
in ita wider aspects any other 
Canadian, and no one can question 
his keen Imperial aympathies. 

Sir Daniel ‘will, we believe, be ac- 
cepted with favor by most West 
Indians as one knowing for many 
yeara the full requipementa of colonies 
in respect of their agricultural pro- 
ducts, sugar, coffee, cotton, cocoa— 
how they may best be handled and 
the markets best suited for them. 

The West Indies look upon all this 
as the beginning of the end to their 
long struggle for nearer commercial 
hip with Canada and it Is 
that the opportunity will not 
be missed of bringing the nomencls- 
ture, if not the rates, of a general 
ae throughout the West Indies into 
ine. 

We may also hope for agreement 
on other vital points which may 
finally lead to the unification of the 
West Indies and their closest possible 
association with the Dominion. By 
the time the commission reports we 
may hope to see in power in Great 
Britain a Ministgy which will regard 
commercial reciprocity between all 
the states of the Empire as a prime 
necessity of Empire administration.

The “accepted” Stamp of the Bank 
of Montreal, which was the chief in- 
strument in hia forging, has not been 
found. He is: wanted here and in 
many cities in the United States and 
Europe for forgeries upon which he 
Secured amounts which run into sey- 
eral thousand dollars. He attempted 
to pass a check at the hotel in Van- 
gouver and was reported to the bank. 
Detective Murray will leave immedi- 
ately to bring him here for trial. 

_ Anderson, who had been employed 
in the bank for a number of years and 
was widely and favorably known, be- 
ing the son of a well-to-do doctor at 
Newcastle, Ont., left the bank in 
March, saying that he was tired and 
wanted a holiday. He said that he 
intended to travel and was given a 
send-off by his friends. When he went 
he took with him the stamp with 
which he marked checks “accepted.’* 
This has been his great asset in his 
series of swindles. “Accepted” checks 
upon reputable banks are easy to 
cash the world over. ; 

Shortly after his disappearance the 
worthless checks began to arrive, yet 
it-was not-for some~time that he 
Was suspected. It would appear that 
he cut down into the States and 
thence crossed the ocean. In April 
checks were cashed for $15 at the 
Dominion Bank, Windsor, and the Na- 
tional Bank, Detroit. 

Others come in from the New Deni- 
son Hotel, Indianapolis, Ind., April 
16, for $35; from J. L. Brandis « 
Son, Omaha, Neb., for $450; from Chi- 
cago, for $200; from Los Angeles, Cal., 
for $200; from San Francisco, where 
he made his biggest haul of $750; 
from Burlington, Va.. where he se. 
cured $15 from the Y.M.C.A.; in Bos- 
ton, from the Bank of Nova Scotia,’ 
he secured $15. Then from Paris, 
France, came a check through the 
Bank of France for $250. 

In Canada, he cashed «checks at*

Members of First Parliament Knew 
a Different Canada. 


One of the most interesting ban- 
queta held in Canadda in many years 
was that at the Parliamen Testau- 
rant at Ottawa, tendered by the Cana- 
dian Club of Ottawa to the surviving 
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; the Capital on November 6, forty-two 
| Years ago. Ottawa at that time had 
»® population of from 17,000 to 90,000. 
- Sir Charles Dilke, who passed 
' through the city in 1969, says of it 
in his book, “Greater Britain”: “The 
capital of the new Dominion is to 
be Ottawa, known as ‘Hole in the 
Woods’ among the friends of Toronto 
and Montreal, and once called By- 
town. It consists of the huge Parlia- 
ment house, the Government print- 
ing offices, i 


at the moment 
my visit, that we were thrast into a 
detached ing made of half-inch 
planks, with wi epcolces between 
the boards; and as French-Cana- 
dian members were excited about 
the resignation of Mr. Galt, inde- 
scribable chattering and bawling fill- 
ed the house.” 
Sir Richard Cartwright, one of those 
in whose honor the banquet ‘was 
given, recently recalled an experi- 
ence of his own, which was typical 
of the difficulties of travel in those 
days. There was only one line of 
Tailway into Ottawa—the narrow 
gauge Ottawa and Prescott line, 54 
miles in length, from Preseott. There 
was no rail connection between the 
provinees.. As to the Ottawa line. 
Sir Richard said: “I ean remember,” 
he said, “being on a train which 
took four days to make its way from 
Prescott to Ottawa, and that train 
had on board, besides myself, the 
then Minister of Finance of Canada 
and the manager of the Grand Trank 
Railway.” 
It waa through the great Duke cf 
Wellington that Ottawa became a 
Fae as he, in 1812, marked 


a senna oath ener 





it as the military key to Canada. It 
was, with the idea of strengthening 
the position‘as-a base of communics- 
tion that the Rideau canal was be- 
gun in 1884. And on December 31, 
1357 the announcement of the selec 
tion of a capital was made. On 
August 1, 1860, the King, then 
Prince of Wales, laid the cornerstone 
of the present Parliament buildings. 
The de ntal offices were re- 
moved from Quebec to Ottawa in 
1365, and the first session of the 
Legislature of Canada was held in 
Ottawa in 1866. Hon. R. W. Scott, 
another veteran for whom the Ottawa 
uet was given, had the honor 
of drafting the address to her late 
Majesty setting forth the advantages 
of Ottawa for the seat of government 
upon which the decision was made. 
On the union of Canada with Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick, a clause 
was embodied in the British North 
America Act which provides that 
“until the Queen otherwise directs, 
the seat of government of Canada 
shall. be at Ottawa.”

Electricity and Railways. 

Interviewed at Toronto, Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy, president of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, said: “Elee 
tricity ia sure to become a great fac- 
tor in the motive power question, and 
as it becomes more practical develop- 
ments will follow which will go a 
very Jong way indecd towards the 
solution of the danger problem. Bat 
at present its use would not be prac 
ticable for a long stretch of road be- 
cause of the fact that power would 
have to be maintained to ¢: maxi- 
mum loads, while the traffic not 
at present make that possible. Steam 
must be used for a long time to come 
because it is much more economical. 
When the time comes for a road to 
have its trains hauled by the white 
coal it will not be by any trolley or 
underground system of power supply, 
but by locomotives whose batteries 
can be renewed at intervals along the 
route. Thet is why to-day such loco: 
be used in terminal 
ort stretches of road 
where the power can be renewed fre- 
quently. t ‘west we are going to 
experiment with electricity on some 

of our short branch lines.”

The Buddhist Fire of Bangkok Is the 
Oldest In the World, 


In Siam is a fire that not only lasts 
for year, but has what have been 
aptly termed “lineal descendants.” It 
is to be found’in a Buddhist temple 
near Bangkok, where ev fourth 
year ata certain peri ne priesta 
light a fresh fire in a big brazier. 
This flame is kept alive for four years 
and ig jn turn extinguished ‘after

ies, the Buddhist fire of Bangkok is 
in a sense the oldest in the world. 

Another long term fire ix said to 
exist at Sarhad, Persia. This flame 
is a symbol of religious fervor, and it 
is death to extinguish it, and it is 
claimed it has burned for seventy 
years. In explanation of this cur- 
lous rite it is explained that the Per- 
sians, rigid Mohammedans and _re- 
garding their former fire worshiping 
faith with detestation, nevertheless 
suffer the Sarhad flame to continue 
to display their gratitude for a ser- 
vice rendered a high official of the 
Persian Government many years ago. 
At that time, it is said, a pious 
Parsee, who had come to trade at 
Sarhad, was the happy means of 
saving the grand vizier from assaasi- 
nation.

Canada To Join 13-Governments 
To Supress White Slave 
Traffic. 





CANADA ENTERS AGREEMENT. TO 
DEAL WITH SERIOUS AND 
GROWING CLASS OF CRIMES— 
WILL DESIGNATE PROPER AU- 
THORITY — UNITED STATES 
NOT IN LIST—TO KEEP A CLOSE 
WATCH AT THE PORTS: 


Ottawa, Ont. July 24. — The 
Canada Gazette to-day announces 
the terms of an international agree 
ment for the controlling of the white 
slave trafic. 

The agreement is for the purpose of 
providing for women of age, deceived 
or under restraint, as also for women 
and girls under age, an adequate pro- 
tection against the criminal traffic 
known ae the white slave traffic. 

Thirteen governments have signed 
the agreement, each naming a repre- 
sentative to act as a plenipotentiary 
ta see to ita enforcement. 

There are several clauses to the | 
agreement, the most important of; 
which are: Each of the contracting } 
governments undertakes to appoint or 
to designate an authority, whose duty 
will be to gather all the information 
concerning the hiring of women and 
girls for immoral purposes in foreign 
places; this authority to have power 
to communicate directly with the sim- 
ilar service established in each of th 
contracting states. - 


Witt Keer Crose Watcu. 


Each of the governments under- 
takes to hare a strict watch kept for 
the purpose of seeking, especially at 
the railway station, porte of depart- 
ure and during voyage, the conduc- 
tors of women and girls intended for 
debauchery. Instructions will be sent 
to the officers and all other compe- 
tent persons to obtain within legal 


‘limits all the information leading to} 


a criminal traffic. 

The arrival of persons likely to be 
the authors, the accessories or the 
victims of such a traffic will be sign- 
nalled, if necessary, either to the au- 
thorities at the place of landing, or 
to the diplomatic or consular agents 
concerned or to all other competent 
;authorities. The governments under- 
take to provisionally place the vic- 
tims of the trafic in institutions, and. 
as far as possible, send back to their 
own cotmtries those who ask repatri- 
ation. Where the person cannot’ re- 
imburse the cost of her transfer, it 
will be defrased by the country on 
whose territory she resides, as far as 
the next frontier or port of departure 
and the surplue by the country of 
origin. é 5

Mr. Lighthali ended his brilliant 
address with a eulogy of those like 
Joshua Dyke of Fort William, Cook of 
Ottawa, Lavallee and Gelinas of 
Montreal, George Wilson of Alberta, 
Oliver Howland of Toronto, whe had 
&iven splendid service to municipal 
interests. . -

Washington, July 27.—Hides will be 
put on the {ree list if boots and shoes 
and other manulactares of leather are 
reduced below the rates fixed by the 
House Dill. Unless the advocates of 
free hidés are able to carry out this

A decision to this effect was reach- 
ed by the tariff conferees yesterday, 

The conferees adjowrned last night. 
but the House assembled at 10.39 this 
morning in order that they might lay 
their plans for executing their part 
of the .agreemént. \It is expected they 
| will have a report’ from the House 
leaders as to the possibility of pns«- 
ing a rule conferring jurisdiction up- 
hon them to agree to lower rates on 
leather than those -named in the 
House bill. Senator Aldrich has in- 
formed Senators’ from northwestern 
states that he will nét consent to th 
abolition of the duty on hides unless 
there isa material cut in the rates 
of boots and shoes and other leather 
.s00ds. In no other way, he said, 
Pean he get the votes necessary for 
t the adoptiog of the report in the 
Senate if it carries free hides.

WHO GETS THE PLUNDER 7— 
LET’S HAVE THE TRUTH. 
Information from Ottawa reveals a 
state of affairs in connection with 
the building of the Grand Trunk Ps- 


cific Railway that would, in any oth- 
er period of Canadian history, startle 
the electorate to a keen sense of its 
duty; but now, graft, plunder and 
robbing of Goternmenta seems to hare 
entered into the morals of a certain 
class of people who have any trans- 
actions with the Gorernment, and tha 
*Gorernment to all” outward appear- 
ances seems tacitly to acquiesce. 

Here ‘is the tale, as related by one 
who has investigated the subject: 

The Government has been asked for 
the text of Mr. Lumsden’s letter re- 
~ signing his post of Chief Engineer to 
the National Transcontinentg! Com- 
mission, and so far has evaded mak- 
ing:it public. It is suppressing the 
facta about the affair to the best of 
its ability. ‘Under the eircumstances. 
it is worth while to recall what was 
said by H. A. Woods, C. E., Assist- 
ant Chief Engineer of the G. T. P. 
Woods comes in thus: ‘The Govern- 
ment is constructing the Eastern Sec- 
tion, which is to be rented to the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Company- at 
three per cent. of its cost. Naturally 
the company does not wish to pay 
three per cent. on excessive and im- 
Proper cost. Therefore, it has its 
own engineers to watch construction 
see that the money is not giver 
away, and that the road is properly 
built. Mr. Woods was the chief of 
this staff of inspectors. He wrote 
some letters, which were not intended 
foc publication, and they came into 
the light of day in the course of the 
Hodgins inquiry. x 

In October, 1907, Mr. Woods wrote 
to Mr. Lumsden describing the. meth- 
ods which had_ investigated on 
some 30 or 40 miles of the road west 
of Quebec. He said in regard to ‘a 
17-mile portion: , 

“In nearly every case, where the 
Cuttings were not entirely all ledge! 
the estimates given for solid rock js 
‘double or more than double what ‘it 
should he.’’

One place was classiffied 91 per cent. 
solid rock, 6 per cent. loose rock and 
no"earth. ‘Solid rock was over-class- 
ified at least 100 per cent.”

The visible assets were slight, and 
the local cartoonists of the time used 
to poke fun at the C.P.R. trying, with 
the aid of Mr. Clouston, the general 
manager of the Bank of Montreal, and 
a lighted candle, to find a surplas in 
the vaults of the bank. 

There was the old Dalhousie Square 
station, which sufficed for all the 
business offering. 

Little was defined. Able men took 
off their coats, but when any enthusi- 
astic person spoke of dividends, he 
waa greeted with an indulgent smile. 

This can be said—that everybody 
hustled. 

As Sir William Van Horne has 
many times said to the writer, in 
ing over the past, ‘‘we literally took 
off our coats to work.” 

The offices were removed to Victoria 
Square, to the building formerly oc- 
cupied by. the Co-operative Associa- 
tion. The annua! meetings were then 
held in secret, and it was a sight to 
See the local newspaper men holding 
up Sir William Van Horne after the 
meeting was over. 

The tone of those mectings was 
vastly different from that which pre- 
vails at present. A tremendous under- 
taking had been espoused, but the 
future was dark. The Northwest was 
merely a name—vague, distant. The 
business had to be made. 

Such growth, however, manifestet 
itself in the course of a few years 
that it was deemed necessary to have 
a West End station and general of, 
fices, which the company itself could 
control. 

In the early years the carnings of 


{ the company varied from $5,000,000 to 


$10,000,000 per annum. They are now 
something like $75,000,000 per annum. 

Even after the new station and 
general offices were taken possession 
of, there were days of darkness to be 
encountered; and it became neces- 
sary for Lord Strathcona to come 
over to reassure the pessimistic stock- 
holders, many of ‘whom openly la- 
Mented that they had put their money 
fnto such a doubtful enterprise. 

“An enterprise,” said His Lordship, 
“which, nevertheless, .will, in the 
Course of the next few years be one 
of the best dividend-earners in the 
Dominion.”

Death of Mr. J. C. Lake 
Fine Old Resident of This City 
Joins the Great Majority-- 


Deceased Was Well Keown in 
This District For Many Years, 


_—_——— 


“In the death of Mr. John . Gasey 
Lake, which occurred last night at 
20 o'clock at the. family residence, 
Front street, a well-known and 
highly esteemed resident passed away 
to his reward. On the 3rd of May the 
deceased was taken ill and paralysis 
followed, which eventually resulted 
in death. Vout (yA 

In the year 1833 Mr. Lake was 
born at Baldwinsville, N. Y., and 
when four years of age, with his 
parents, went to Glenora, Prince Ed- 
ward County, to live. His mother, 
whose maiden name was Miss Allie 
Douglas, was of U. E. Loyalist” des- 
cent. Mr. Lake spent his boyhood 
days at Glenora and afterwards went 
to Millford, Prince Edward County, 
Where for some time be was a gen- 
tral merchant. Whilst a resident of 
the peninsular county the deceased 
became jmbued with the military 
spirit and united with the 16th Kegi- 
ment, rising to the position of a cap. 
tain, and was also on aide-de-camp 
to the commanding officer. When the 
Fenian Raid broke out in 1866 Capt. 
Lake ‘went to the front and did yeo- 
man service for the country he loved. 
At the time of b.s demise be Was u 
member of the Veterans’ Association, 
and was the proud possessor of the 
veterans’ medaj. The deceased came 
to Belleville in the year 1869 and has 
resided here ever since. For four 
years be was manager of the Belle- 
ville Pottery, and in 1873 be Started 
2n omnibus and back livery, in which 
business he was engaged until his 
death: Although pressed upon sever. 
al occasions to offer himself as a can- 
didate for public honors, Mr. Lake, 
owing to bis modest and retiring dis- 





such honors thrust upon him. Up 
politics the deceased was a staunch 
Conservative. In jhis. death Belleville 
bas Jost 2 whole-souled Citizen, who 
Was ever ready to do what lay in 
bis power for the City's welfare. His 
Memory will .be revered by a host 
of friends) He leaves in addition te 
& sorrowing partner in’ life, three 
children, namely, one son and two 
daughters. The son is Harry Frink- 
lin, of this city, and thee daughters 
are Mrs. Cyril Bird, formerly of Af. 
rica, now at home. and Mrs. (Dr.} 
Ince, of Phillips. South Dakota. Four 
Erindebildren ajso Survive, namely, 
Lucina Bird, Myrtle, Leon and Mabey 
Ince.

Room For Canadian Coal. 

» Of the large coaling trade of the 
West Indies, Canada gets practically 
no share, and yet there appears to be 
no reason why some of the coal might 
not be imported from Canada, as the 
greater part of it is steam coal. Trini- 
dad,and Barbadoes divide their im- 
portation of this article equally with 
thd United States and Great Britain; 
while St. Lucia, which has the largést 
bunker coal trade, takes all its coal 
from the United States, reports the 
Canadian commissioner at Barbadoes. 
He adds: 5 

“It may be remarked that Canada 
last year, as during the last few years, 
has taken the greatest share of the 
exports of sugar and molasses, 
amounting to about 55 per cent. of 
the total-export. Up to June 3 of the 
‘present year, exports of sugar, as 
taken from the records of the cham- 
ber of commerce, were 5,258 tons, 
4,425.01 which went to Canada; and 
of the totul export of molasses—H,- 
040 puncheons—18,0%2 puncheons went 
also‘to the same market.

and Lieut. Foulers Over Prescribed 
Course at Rate of 42 Miles an Hour 
—Most Daring Feat Thus Far. 


Washington, July —31.—Orville 
Wright yesterday evening attained 
the zenith of hard-earned success. 
_In a ten-mile cross country flight 
in the aeroplane built by himself and 
his elder brother, Wilbur, and -ac- 
companied by Lieut. Benj. D. Foulers, 
an officer of the army signal corps, 
he not only surpa: the speed re. 
quirements of his contract with the 
U. 8. Government, but accomplished 
the most difficult and dering flight 
ever planned for a heavier than air 
flying machine. y 

Incidentally, he broke all speed re- 

over 8 measured conrse, 

Wright’a speed was more than 42 
miles an hour. He made the ten mile’ 
Bight sin. 14 minutes and 43 séconds, 
including more than twenty seconds |’ 
fequired for the turn beyond the line 
at Shulerhill, the southern end of the 
course, He attained a height in cross- 
ing the valley of “four mile run,” of 

~ nearly 500 feet, and the average alti- 
tude of his practical level course was 
about 200 feet. 

President Taft arrived upon the Ppar- 
ade ground at Fort Meyer just in time 
to see the aeroplane land and to par- 
ticipate in the demonstration which 
welcomed the triumphant aviator. He 
sent Col. Treat, commanding officer 
of the artillery at Fort Meyer, to bear 
hia congratulations to the victors. 

. Lieut. Foulers climbed into the pas- 
eenger seat beside the motor. Wilbur 
took his place at the right tip of the 
planes, and Orville clambered into his 
seat behind Foulers. He gripped the 
levers, and nodding to his brother, 
slipped the cable, which released the 
starting weight.’ The aeroplane shot 
down the track. : 

Orville brought the machine at 
reat speed twice around the field, 
then with a short turn he swept 
about almost over the heads of the 
closely-banked spectators. 

Boon the aerial ‘navigators were 
home again over the drill 5 
flying very low. Orville steered 
straight across the field and at a 
height of about twenty feet, swung 
round again to the southward, and 
landed easily far down the field. The 
task was done, and in triumph. Cheer 
upon cheer welcomed the return. 

To-day the official board will deter- 
mine the speed made yesterday. It is 
agreed that it exceeded 42 miles per 
hour. The Wrights will therefore re- 
ceive $30,000, including a bonus of 
45,000 for their aeroplane.

An Interesting Interview 


Mr. Eberenz Tells of the Work 
+ Being Done at the Panama 

Canal--Thousands «of Men 
Employed. : 


--a- x 

Visiting in the ‘city at presént is 
Mr. A. Eberenz and family, whose 
home is at Louisville, Ky. ‘Mr. Eber- 
enx is foreman of one of . the con- 
struction gangs employed on the 
building of the Panama canal. In 
conversation with a ropresentative 
of this journal, Mr. Eberenz stated 
that at present there were aboni 
35,000 men at work on this canal; 
which was a smaller number, com- 
pared with previous years, when 


ployed. For 'nearly+three years he 
bas been foreman of a section of the 
work. The building of this great 
construction work is progressing as 
rapidly as it Is possible, considering 
the difficulties cneountered. Moun. 
tains have virtually been removed, 
end excavations of 300 fect and more 
have at certam points been mude. He 
estimates thar sc Will take upWards 
ol six years more to complete the 
work. Au idea of the immeus: Cust 
ol this canal may be gathered fron 
the fact thar this year over iWenty 
riilions of dollars Was appropriated, 
and this amount will probably be cx- 
corded by a few miihous. The moath- 
ly pay shect totals op a million and 
a halt dollars, whith 1s brought down 
under a strong guard. The length 
of the canal js 47 miles- It Will be, 
when completed, the greatest made 
walter course in the world, allowing 
the largest vessel afloat or that will 


Ajfficulty. An idea of the size of the 
canal muy be gathered from the size 
of one of the main locks, which wil! 
be about 1000 tect In length and 110 
fect In width. The gates upon this 
lock will weigh thopisaods of tons. 
They will be operated witb electric 
power, and the plant eperating the 
same wil] te one of the largest in 
the world. Every year whilst this 
work bas been in progress the ap- 
propriation made by Congress has 
been largely execeded:: Mr. Eberenz, 
who Is a thorough American, was at 
one time a member of the United Stat 
es army, and did service at Manilla 
during the American itf war, 
Through the U. S. Gpgernment he 
secured the present lucrative position 
he enjoys).

WARM WEATHER DRINKS. 


Cool Beverages to Offer Callers or to 
Use on the Table.

then take from tbe fire and cool. 
When ready to serve pour in a pitcher 
and send to the table with a plot of 
whipped cream sweetened and chilled, 
a pint of shaved ice and a quart bottle 
of soda or other mild charged water 
icy cold. The coffee cup is served ip 
tall, thin glasses. First pot to shared 
ice, then coffee. the charged water and 
lastly the whipped cream.
